THE KKMOJU OH SUCKING HSU. 


A Btrlpcd remora, or tucking nsh. was 


found recently attached to the bottom of 
one of the steam 
uround Glun Island, 
one of t'io large tanks of Iho Ulen Island 
aquarium. The fish, though not rare, is a 
deep-sea tish, and Is hard to capture. 
It 


grows to the length of twelve or eighteen 
inches. The Hat top of 
its head is sur- 


mounted by a Inrg« sucking disk extending 
from near the lip of its upper jaw to tbe 
ends of the pectoral Bus, or 
about one 


third of the total length, of tho Hub. The 
disk is made up of seventeen or eighteen 
pairs of bony laminae, the 'cdgct oJ which 
aro furnished with rows of minute- tooth-like 
projections. 
With Ihls disk the tish attaches 


Itself to u ehurk. a turtle, or some other large 
leb, ami is Iu this manner drawn through tho 
water without the exertion o[ swimming. Oc- 
casionally it will releue in hold long enough 
to swim off and gel something to eat, but Im- 
mediately relurus to re fatten itself.
